Since 
the facilities there are inadequate 
and the city is also anxious to 
make use of the building as a 
temporary addition to the city 
hall, the committee felt that some 
arangements should be made for 
providing a “home” for local vet- 
erans.

The Upland city council last 


| night approved a long list of zon- 


ing changes recommended by the 
planning commission and instruct- 
ed the city attorney to incorpor- 
ate the changes in the city’s zon- 
ing ordinance, 

Included in the changes was 
the zoning of most of Foothill 
boulevard from R-3, residential, 
to R-1, single family residential. 

The council indicated, however, 
that further consideration of the 
zoning would be made 
when the entire zoning ordinance 
is brought up for approval by the 
body. 

It was also brought out by the 
councilmen that variances for the 
proper type of business could be 
given at any time by the plan- 
ning commission. The possibility 
that Foothill could be placed in 
a commercial restricted status 
was also suggested at the meet- 
ing. Under that sort of zoning, 
the council would name _ specifi- 
cally the kinds of business that 
would be allowed. 

Rigid Control 

‘Councilman Ray Sherwood said 
that by approving the city plan- 
ners’ recommendation a rigid con- 
trol of what goes up on Foothill 
could be held by the council. He 


‘thought that selected businesses 


should be allowed on Foothill, he 
added. 

Concurring with Sherwood was 
Councilman James Goodban who 
declared that by having control 
over Foothill a variance could be 
granted whenever it seemed to be 
for the best interest of the com- 
munity. 

Speaking on the Focthill zon- 
ing, Councilman Paul Hottel took 
exception with the suggestion 
made by Charles Eliot, planning 
consultant, at the meeting last 
week that the city should take 
in areas outside of the city limits

Those who have lived in San Bernardino county for 90 
days prior to the next succeeding election, who formerly 
registered in another county in California, should re-regis- 
ter. This will cancel their registration in the county from 
which they moved. 

Those who change place of residence within the county 
of San Bernardino should register prior to September 26. 

As for the status of the serviceman, the law states that the 
residence of the serviceman follows that-of his family. If his 
wife has lived in California for the required length of time, the 
veteran upon his discharge may be considered to have lived 
in the state the same length of time and is eligible to regis:

Keep Growing, 
Speaker Says 


Declaring that the Kaiser steel 
mill in Fontana is “only a pimple 
of what it’s. going to be,” Hugh 
Lenhart, assistant superintendent, 
told Upland Rotarians Wednes- 
day that the Kaiser plant “is 
here to stay.” 

“We have a tough job ahead of 
us, but I know that we can lick 
them,” he declared, referring to 
the oposition of steel mills in the 
east to the Kaiser plant in Fon- 
tana. 

Lenhart said that the raw ma- 
terials in the east ere rapidly 
diminishing while there has al- 
ways been a goud supply in the 
west. For that reason, Kaiser 
intends to continue expanding his 
Fontana plant and make it di- 
versified so that it can meet all 
the steel demands of the west. 

With the production of steel 
and allied parts in Fontana, peo- 
ple in the west won’t have to pay 
an extra $200 or $300 for cars, 
Lenhart declared. Plans are to 
produce cars out here so that 
the car’ owner in the’ west won't 
pay. any more for his car than 
the purchaser in the east, Len- 
hart said.

office, $307,743 worth of building, 
has been started outside of the 


city limits since June 7, 1946, 
the date on which the local build- 
ing ‘office took over inspection 
duties for San (Bernardino county.

Dear Mr. Davis: 

The local newspapers the City Council and the 
Planning Commission invite expressions of opinion regard- 
ing the establishment of business places on Foothill Boule- 
vard. 

As one citizen, I am decidedly opposed. 

First of all, is there nothing in the way of zoning to re- 
main established—to stay put? After months of discussion, 
during which every argument that could be advanced for 
and against was vigorously presented, the Planning Com- 
mission voted unanimously to keep busi-ess off of Foothill. 
Now, apparently, the whole subject is i:rown open again. 
The principal! argument then advanced, and now again pre- 
sented in favor of business on Foothill, seems to be that peo- 
ple won't build residences on that main artery, and hence 
business is the only proper alternative. Also, if people won't 
erect homes there and business is not permitted, Foothill 
will be only a speedway. There is, of course, some merit in 
these arguments. 

A year or so ago, Upland Planning Corimission invited 
Ontario Planring Commission to a friendly jcint conference. 
It was a valuable and interesting meeting, but just before its 
close, the president of the Ontario commission said there was 
one matter he thought ought to be spoken of In Ontario, 
he said, they had made one bad blunder—it was, he added, 
a “tragic mistake.” He referred to “A’ Street in Ontario. 
For its full length east and west, they zoned “A” sireet for 
business. The result, indeed, has been little short of tragic. 
Upland can now make the same tragic mistake in regard to 
Foothill boulevard. 

Garvey avenue, on the Valley boulevard, for the last 
10 miles leading into los Angeles, is probably one of the 
vilest thoroughfares in America, as the result of being zoned 
for business of all kinds. The trouble is, that if Foothill is 
zoned for business, a little shack or two will go up every 200 
feet. They set the standard. Fine business places then won't 
want to go there. Those of us who want to see Upland con- 
tinue as a beautiful residential village cannot vizualize Foot- 
hill as another Garvey avenue or “A” street without much 
concern, If the time comes in 10 or 20 years when some 
high class establishments are desirous of locating there, the 
planning commission can then take care of the situation as 
good judgment dictates, and as the people then may want. 
Apartment houses, florist shops, and places of that high char- 
acter might then even add. much to the city. 

California spends millions on its primary highways for 
unimpeded vehicular travel. But if we get a lot of shacks 
along there, beer places, fruit stands, etc., then the highway 
loses its character as a primary highway and travel is slowed 
up to 25 miles per hour, and no one is very happy about it. 

Also, what influence would opening Foothill have upon 
our present established business center downtown. I thought 
Upland Planning Commission did a fine job when it zoned 
cil of Foothill against business. One exception was made. 
in addition to the present stores between Fifth avenue and 
Campus, it was also agreed that the area between Fifth and 
Campus could be opened for business if the property owners 
there first got together and agreed that they would impose 
certain restrictions in regard to the cost of structures, and 
possibly also in regard to the character of the business they 
would permit. That plan can lawfully be accomplished by 
the property owners themselves in that area if they want 
to. Probably, we also should recall that we have been re- 
peatedly advised that the areas in Upland already zoned for 
business are sufficient for a city of fifty or seventy-five thou- 
sand population. 

Those who now want to open Foothill for business take 
upon themselves a heavy responsibility. If they are wrong,’ 
and they may well be wrong, their mistake in judgment 
is irreparable. But if those who want to keep business off 
Foothill are possibly in error, their mistake can be rectified 
at any time in the future. We must take the long view. Ve 
must look ahead ten, twenty or thirty years. Certainly, there 
is no present demand or need for business on Foothill.
